Ohio and Kentucky election returns— 
even more than those of New York— 
increase the tremendous prestige of Al 
Smith in his fight for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, and from ap- 
pearances here turned the retreat of his 
opponents in that battle into at least 
a temporary rout. | 

Ohie has been held up by opponents 
of the New York governor as an im- 
possible hurdle’ for any wet candidate 
ever since 1920, when such a tre- 
mendous majority was rolled up for the 
vigorous search and seizure dry enforce- 
ment law known as the Crabbe act 
In 1922 and in 1926 the defeat of the 
Democratic senatorial.nominee was re- 
garded by impartial observers as due 
more to his moistness than to any other 
complication. Having 24 electoral 
votes, and being really the State which 
kept Woodrow Wilson in the White 
House in 1916—for. nobody would have 
bothered about California if Ohio nad 
gone for Hughes—opponents cf Smith 
have contended with much force that 
it would be very difficult to elect Smith 
without Ohio. 

Yesterday’s vote in Ohio, although 
not a perfectly fair barometer, does 
show at least that the Antisaloon 
League can no longer do as it chooses, 
enact what laws it pleases, and defeat 
what candidates it wishes in the Buck- 
eye State. It is the first substantial 
defeat the league ever suffered in Ohio. 


Backed by Antisaloon League. 


The referendum was on a law which 
applied to other things than liquor. For 
example, the motorists of the State 
were up in arms against speed traps, 
which resulted in their being haled be- 
fore justices of the peace and fined, 
with the fines to be divided between 
the justices and the arresting officers. 
But because the same law made it 
simpler to obtain convictions and fines 
for petty violations of the State pro- 
hibition enforcement act, the Antisa- 
loon League got behind it.

SPECIAL LENS MAKES 
MOVIES IN COLORS 


Inventor Claims That Any 
Camera and Projector 
Can Be Used. 


Pittsburgh, Nov. 9 (A.P.).—Using 
only a special lens attachment for ordi- 
nary cameras, a new motion picture 
optical color process was demonstrated 
here today for the first time. 

The process was invented by Harold 
N. Cox, of Pittsburgh, formerly con- 
nected with the Edison research labora- 
tories. 

Cox’s new process calls into use a 
simple lens attachment which can be 
placed on any camera. The pictures 
taken, he asserted, can be “developed 
in any laboratory fittea to turn out 
the ordinary motion picture, printed 
on black and white stock, neither tinted 
nor toned, with regular printing equip- 
ment, and projected on any projector 
by again using a similar lens attach- 
ment, and shown on any screen.” 

The process, according to its inventor, 
can reproduce any color or shade the

Berlin, Nov. 9.—The cabinet tonight 
agreed on the appointment of a special 
reparations committee to act in its 
name on all questions of reparations. 
The committee will be presided over 
by the finance minister and will bé 
composed of experts of his own 
ministry and delegates:-of the foreign 
office-and ministry of economics. 

The government has called a meeting 
of the party leaders for tomorrow to 
patch up the dissensions based on the 
general dissatisfaction with Finance 
Minister Koehler, who is blamed for 
the conflict with Seymour Parker Gil- 
bert, agent general for reparations. 
The cabinet threatened the party 
leaders, saying that though it is 
anxious to pestpone new elections until 
spring, it will not hesitate to dissolve 
the Reichstag if the party leaders fail 
to come to a compromise on the ques- 
tion of a raise in pay for civic servants 
and enforcement of the reforms de- 
manded by Mr. Gilbert’s memorandum.

DETROIT'S ORY MAYOR 
WILL FORBID SNOOPING 


Lodge Breaks His Silence to 
Declare Prohibition Was 
Never Issue. 


HIS MAJORITY IS 12,188 


Detroit, Nov. 9 (A.P.).—John C. 
Lodge, veteran councilman and “silent’”’ 
campaigner,. defeated Mayor John W. 
Smith, avowed “wet,” by a majority of 
12,188 votes in yesterday’s mayeralty 
election. 

Complete unofficial returns from the 
606 precincts gave Lodge 120,988 votes 
and Smith 108,800. 

Results showed many reversals from 
Lodge’s huge majority over Smith in 
the October primary attributed to 
Mayor Smith’s preelection stand against 
liquor laws. Smith polled-a majority 
in the downtown precincts. 

Lodge, although identified by his 
supporters as % “dry,” declared today 
the “wet and dry matter was dragged 
into the campaign” and said there 
would be “no snooping” during his ad- 
ministration. Lodge will take office 
January 1. He declared that Detroit 
would have “orderly enforcement with- 
out asking either-the aid or the advice 
of the professional drys, with the em- 
phasis on ‘professional.’ 

“There will be positively no ‘snoop- 
ing,”” Lodge declared in a statement 
thanking the voters for their support. 
“The wet and dry matter was dragged 
into the campaign. It was never an 
issue.” 

Lodge declared he would take office 
in January “absolutely free from obli- 
gations, having made no pledges or 
promises to any individuals or any so- 
ciety.” 

“All the issues 1 ever recognized in 
this campaign were that if the people 
of this city wanted John W. Smith for 
their mayor they would vote for him; 
and if they wanted me for their mayor 
they would vote for me,” he said. 

“As to the religious question, another 
terrible thing that was dragged in as 
an ‘issue,’ I hate intolerance, and there 
are thousands of Detroiters who know 
that I do.”

He said, however, except for a $500 
contribution, the league had taken no 
part in the meeting here of the Na- 
tional Council of State Legislatures 
whose representatives on Tuesday and 
yesterday appeared before the commit- 
tee in favor of repeal of the estate levy. 

Representative Garner, of Texas, 
ranking Democrat on the committee, 
contends that funds of the tax league 
were used in establishing the legisla- 
tive council, and Arnold admitted under 
questioning he had sent a short note to 
William H. Blodgett, tax commissioner 
for Connecticut and spokesman for the 
council, during Tuesday’s meeting. 


Blanton Makes Charge. 


Prior to Arnold’s refusal to answer 
questions by Garner and also by Rep- 
resentative Rainey, of Illinois, another 
Democrat, Representative Blanton 
(Democrat), of Texas, appearing as a 
witness, charged that officers of the 
Législative Council had sought to de- 
feat him for reelection because of his 
yote two years ago for retention of 
the inheritance tax.

Frieda Hempel Also Is to Re- 
ceive Apologies for His 
Scathing Words. 


SHE ASKS FOR $1,000,000 


New York, Nov. 9 (A.P.).—The New 
York American, in a copyrighted story 
tomorrow, will say that August Heck- 
scher, 79-year-old financiar and philan- 
thropist, has settled for $250,000 the 
$1,000,000 suit brought against him by 
Freida Hempel, operatic soprano, more 
than 30 years his junior. The _ suit 
charged that Heckscher failed to keep a 
contract in which he promised to pay 
Miss Hempel $48,000 a year for the re- 
mainder of her life. 

Miss Hempel declared that the sup- 
posed contract involved purely friendly 
and honorable' understandings. Her 
reason for not unfolding the back- 
ground of the contract, she indicated, 
was based on personal and professional 
preferences. 

The court action disclosed that Mr. 
Heckscher had paid $12,000 to Miss 
Hempel in June, 1926, the month she 
obtained her divorce from William B. 
Kahn, silk manufacturer. The hear- 
ings devéloped that Mr. Heckscher 
never paid another installment. The 
suit was to recover payments of agreed 
quarterly installments of $12,000 each. 
Heckscher denied existence of the al- 
leged contract. 

Together with the cash setlement, 
Mr. Heckscher hes offered to apologize 
for scathing remarks made by his at- 
torneys concerning the ‘singer. 


The settlement was agreed to by Miss. 


Hempel, now abroad. It was approved 
by cable a few days ago and in the 
communications the singer indicated 
that the primary motive in her wishing 
to discontinue the suit was full vindi- 
cation of her character. Mr. Heckscher 
was said to have agreed to bring about 
such vindication, whether or not he had 
anything to do with attacks made on 
Miss Hempel in court.

AUSTRALIA TO SELL 
ITS STEAMSHIP LINE 


Commonwealth’s Merchant 
Marine Is Losing Money 


Steadily, Says Premier. 

Melbourne, Australia, Nov. 9° (A.P.). 
Because of heavy losses, the Australian 
government plans to sell the Common- 
wealth Shipping Line, Premier Stanley 
Bruce has informed the Australian 
Parliament. The premier’s announce- 
ment followed a motion of censure of- 
fered by labor leaders. 

Premier Bruce revealed that last 
year the loss on the government-owned 
line was £595,000. The government 
plans to dispose of the line on condi- 
tion that it remain in British Empire 
registry, and that the purchaser agree 
to maintain it for ten years’ service 
for the transportation of mail, passen- 
gers and cargo equivalent to the pres- 
ent service rendered by the line.

Norfolk, Va., Nov. 9 (A.P.).—Lieut. 
Addis Nelson, piloting a Curtiss hawk 


collided with a Martin bomber from 
Langley Field and crashed into the 
water near the Norfolk Country Club.. 

Three men in the bomber, which was 
piloted by Lieut. G. H. Stewart, landed 
safely in parachutes. The bomber 
struck the roof of a house, knocked off 
the chimney and dived nose first into 
the water. 


Lieut. Nelson was a member of the 
VF-5 squadron at the naval air station. 


Lieut. Stewart said that when he saw 
one of the wings of his plane give way 
his first thought was of the people in 
the houses beneath him. He managed 
to maneuver his plane over Lafayette 
River, when at a height of about 2,000 
feet, pointed its nose downward, told 
his companions, Radio Operator F. F., 
Miller and Radio Machinist J. T. Jewell, 
to jump, and went overboard in their 
parachutes. 

Failed to See Navy Plane. \ 


The bomber, without passengers, 
circled about and finally came to rest 
on the edge of the river after the gas 
tank had dropped off. 

“We've never yet seen the Navy 
plane,” said Sergt. Jewell. He came out 
of the accident with nothing worse 
than a wetting. 

“We were flying at cruising speed— 
I can’t tell you the altitude—when 1 
felt a slight’ shock. I glanced about, 
saw that our right wing had collapsed 
completely and that the left was drop- 
ping off. I looked at the two others 
in the plane with me. They were get- 
ting ready to Jump.” 

Sergt. Jewell said he was the last to 
“Jump overboard” from the falling 
plane. 

“We had no difficulty in getting 


out,” he, said. “The wrecked wings 
weren’t in our way. It was a lucky 
break for us.” 


Knocked Unconscious, It Is Believed. 


Officers of VF-5 squadron who sped 
to the wreck of the Curtiss hawk plane 
in which Lieut. Nelson, one of their 
pilots, met death, to investigate, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the naval filer 
was either killed or rendered uncon- 
scious when the two planes collided. 
Otherwise, they felt certain he would 
have used his parachute to save him- 
self, for he was wearing the safety 
equipment and was skilled in its use. 

Lieut. Nelson was born in Winches- 
ter, Mass., and appointed to the Naval 
Academy in 1917. His wife lives at 
Pensacola, Fla. Mrs. Anna D. Nelson, 
of Brookline, Mass., is his mother,

Prince Georges Association 
Appoints Committee to 
Report on Plan. 


Proposed consolidation of fire appara- 
tus stations in nearby Maryland towns 
was discussed last night at a meeting 
of the Prince Georges County Fire As- 
sociation in Firemen’s Hall at Brent- 
wood, Md.

It was also pointed out that 
the insurance underwriters would prob- 
ably increase the rates throughout the 
affected area should the form of pro- 
tection advocated not meet the re- 
quirements fulfilled under the present 
system. 

It was decided to appoint a commit- 
tee of five from the fire association to 
confer with the Maryland City Com- 
mission and report on any plan found 
satisfactory at the meeting of the as- 
sociation, December 14. Those appoint- 
ed on the committee were: Frank 
Crown, chief of the Mount Rainier Fire 
Department; T. Weston Scott, Cottage 
City; Mr. Bailey, of Bladensburg; T. W. 
Zenemann, Riverdale, and Mr. Deege, 
of Branchville.

Master minds of three farmers’ or- 
ganizations met about the conference 
table here yesterday in an attempt to 
map out an agricultural relief legis- 
lative program, but the meeting carried 
far into the night and today, contrary 
to their expectations.

The grange proposed to the represen- 
tatives of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation and the Farmers Union, the 
other organizations represented, that 
the cost of marketing surplus crops 
on the world market be met by export 
debentures collectable from tariff re- 
cepits. 

McNary Considers Pian. 


The export debenutres would repre- 
sent the difference between the domes- 
tic price of crops and the world price. 
They would be given to exporters who 
in turn could cash the debentures by 
sale to importers who could present 
them as payment of customs duties, 

Before going behind closed doors the 
heads of the three powerful farm or- 
ganizations made soundings at the 
White House and at the Capitol as to 
how far the administration would go 
on a compromise on the vetoed McNary- 
Haugen bill. 

Senator McNdry, of Oregon, co- 
author of the vetoed bill and new 
chairman of the Senate agriculture 
committee, has the debenture substi- 
tute under advisement and is known 
to be looking for a “practicable solu- 
tion” of the situation. 

President Coolidge was represented 
as still flatly opposed to the McNary- 
Haugen bill, but ready to listen to 
means extending some relief program.

The farm leaders, who included L, J 
Taber, master of the National Grange; 
Sam H. Thompson, president of the 
Farm Bureau Federation, and Charles 
S. Barrett, president of the Farmers’ 
Union, offered no comment on their 
hopes for a new. farm relief legislative 
program pending conclusion of the 
meetings. 

Proponents of the export debenture 
proposal argued that this would lift 
the burden of disposing of surplus 
crops from farmers as would have 
occurred, they hold, under the equali- 
zation fee provision which the Presi- 
dent held unconstitutional. 

Some support for this scheme ‘was 
noted at the Capitol, where Senator 
Borah, of Idaho, an oppofient of the 
equalization fee provision, said he was 
favorably impressed although not ready 
to pass Judgment on it.

FOR PERMANENT SHIPS 


War-Time Shipping Board 
Head Holds Merchant Ma- 
rine Defense Essential. 


CITES RAILWAY, INTEREST 


Chicago, Nov. 9 (A.P.).—Asserting 
that railroads of the United States are 
vitally interested in overseas traffic, 
Edward N. Hurley, war-time chairman 
of the United States Shipping Board, 
today dispatched a letter +. we 
O’Connor, chairman of the Shipping 
Board, outlining a plan for the estab- 
lishment of a permanent merchant ma- 
rine. 

The need of such a unit in world 
trade is stressed by Mr. Hurley as a 
means of meeting increasing competi- 
tion in foreign trade, and to aid in 
building up the national defense, 

“The Government should not engage 
in world shipping in competition with 
the private shipping interests of other 
nations,” Mr. Hurley said, emphasizing 
the fact that while the Government is 
financing European rehabilitation, 
much of that money is being used to 
build up European industries which 
compete vigorously in world markets. 

The merchant marine could be op- 
erated out of a $500,000,000 revolving 
fund, which he proposes Congress ap- 
propriate for loans to shipping com- 
panies to build modern passenger and 
freight ships. The ships are to be built 
in American yards, with the provision 
that for every ship built on money 
borrowed from the Government, a given 
number of the present war-built fleet 
of ships now owned by the Government 
must be purchased by the borrower. 
Loans would not be made to companies 
seeking to compete with existing Amer- 
ican services. 

Mr. Hurley also would repeal section 
eleven of the Panama Canal act, which 
prohibits railroads from owning and 
operating ships in intercoastal trade, 
thus opening the way for their engage- 
ment in port-to-port service from any 
part of the United States. He also ad- 
vocates long term mail contracts for 
shipping companies as 2 means of 
strengthening their credit. 

“The war-time shipping chief is op- 
posed to a Government subsidy because 
it destroys initiative and brecds inef- 
ficiency.” American business, he con- 
tends, must have at its disposal an 
American merchant marine to carry up 
to 50 per cent of exports or suffer in 
competition with pending European 
industrial competition. 


CUT MADE IN RATES 
FOR TELEPHONE CALLS 


Long-Distance Charges to Be 
Reduced December 1, 
« Clagett Announces. 


Reductions in long-distance tele- 
phone rates which will result in an an- 
nual saving of approximately $1,500,- 
000 to telephone users, were announced 
yesterday by Charles T. Clagett, gen- 
eral commercial superintendent of the 
Chesapeake & Potomac Telephone Co. 
The new rates, according to the an- 
nouncement, will become effective De- 
cemiber 1. 


The reduction will apply chiefly to 
daytime rates, and only to cities and 
towns separated by 390 or more miles. 
The greatest reduction will be made 
on the greater distances and will en- 
able telephone users to telephone be- 
tween the most widely separated points 
in the country, day or night, for $10 
or less. 

Under the new schdeule the station- 
to-station rate from Washington to 
San Francisco will be reduced from 
$10.70 to $8.50; to Denver, from $6.60 
to $5.50; to Galveston, Tex., from $5.45 
to $4.75; and to New Orleans, from 
$4.50 to $4. The night rates which go 
into effect at 8:30 p. m., will remain 
at about their present levels, while the 
evening rates, applying from 7 o’clock 
to 8:30 p. m., will be placed about mid- 
way between the day and ‘night rates.

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SHOW MAY LACK MEDALS 


United States District Attorney Pey- 
ton Gordon yesterday summoned to his 
office officials of the Washington Daily 
News and the Washington Arcade Co. 
and warned, them that the boxing 
tournament which the newspaper pur- 
posed to hold tonight at the Arcadia 
“for the amateur boxing championships 
of the District” was against the law. 

The district attorney ruled that the

John M, Gleissner, editor of the News, 
who represented the paper at the con- 
ference at the district attorney’s office, 
said last night that while there will be 
no defiance of the law, there will never- 
theless be a boxing show at the Arcadia 
tonight and that it will be a good show 
which will satisfy the demands of the 
3,200 persons to whom tickéts have been 
issued. 

Mr. Gleissner said that those pro- 
moting the tournament are “marking 
time” as the result of Maj. Gordon’s 
ruling, and that they had appealed to 
the Attorney General for a ruling. He 
pointed out that three years ago As- 
sistant Attorney General Donovan had 
issued an opinion that a similar 
tournament at a local military post was 
within the law. He said that about two 
months ago Charles P. Ornstein, chair- 
man of the South Atlantic Amateur 
Athletic Union’s boxing committee, had 
taken the matter up with Maj.

Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 9 (A.P.).—The

DR. RUBINSTEIN WINS 
POINT IN WRIT SUIT 


10,000 Marks Fine for Each 
‘Performance. Character- 
izing Him as Spy. 


Berlin, Nov. 9 (A.P.).—To men with- 
out a country—the former kaiser and a 
Russian emigre—have made common 
Cause against the opening tomorrow 
night of a play that is expected to be 
one of the season’s theatrical sensations. 

One of them, Dr. Dimitri Rubinstein, 
Russian capitalist refugee in Paris, to- 
day won the first definite victory in 
skirmishes against Erwin Piscator, 

founder of the Communist Theater, who 
plans to produce Alexei Tolstoi’s drama, 
' “Rasputin.’”’ Dr. Rubinstein was granted 
an injunction prohibiting his portrayal 
in the play. The Russian argued that his 
social and economic position in France 


would be injured, as the play depicted 
' him as a profiteer and German spy. 


Kaiser Voices Protest. 


Two weeks ago the exile of Doorn pro- 
tested against being shown in the same 
play. His attorney threatened court ac- 
tion if the request were not granted. 
Piscator, however, indicated that he 
would ignore the former kaiser’s re- 
quest. The nature of the Kaiser’s por- 
trayal was not made public, and it was 
not in the original script. It was in- 
serted here with the author’s permis- 
sion upon request of Piscator. 

Before the Russian revolution Rubin- 
stein was a rich merchant in Petrograd. 
where he was important in financial 
and social circles. In the play, 
“Rasputin,” he is represented as an 
adventurer and German spy. In the 
fourth act, in which Rasputin, the 
mystic who once swayed the czar 
through the czarina, is shown staging 
a drunken orgy. The mimic Rubinstein, 
one of the guests, cries, “My millions 
are untold. With them I can do every- 
thing.” 


Court Agrees to Fine. 


Rubinstein first requested Piscator to 
eliminate the role from the play. When 
the producer declined the Russian 
brought action. The court issued a 
preliminary injunction against Piscator, 
with the decision that the producer 
and his theater would be fined 10,000 
marks for each performance in which 
Rubinstein was impersonated. 

Piscator entered suit for annulment 
of the injunction on the grounds that 
Rubinstein is a historic and public 
character, but said he would strike out 
the part until the case is decided. 

The suit against Piscator was brought 
under a law promulgated by the former 
kaiser in 1907. providing that a likeness 
of a person may not be reproduced 
without the consent of that person. 
When attorneys for the former emperor 
called attention to this law, Piscator 
expressed the opinion that it did not 
apply to public persons, as he considered 
that they must submit to stage repre- 
sentation as they do to newspaper 
caricature.

GOTTON PRICE OFF $8 
IN NEW YORK MARKET 


Surprise Report of Increase of 
164,000 Bales in Month 
Causes Break. 


CROP PUT AT 12,842,000 


New York, Nov. 9 (AP.).—Cotton 
prices broke $5 to $8 a bale on the 
New York Cotton Exchange today upon 
publication of an unexpectedly large 
increase in the Government crop esti- 
mate, but rallied from $1 to $2 a bale 
from the low levels on short covering 
and trade buying. January contracts 
showed the largest decline, dropping 
from 21.06 cents to 19.45 cents. 

The monthly Government report 
showed an increase rather than the ex- 
pected decrease in yleld. 

When the figures were published 
there was heavy liquidation by recent 
speculative buyers and heavy selling by 
the South, and this pressure forced the 
December price, which closed at 20.83 
cents a pound on Monday, to 19.57 
cents. It closed at 19.84 cents, how- 
ever, recovery being due to active buy- 


ing by spinners who were fixing prices 
against prevfous purchases of spot cot- 
ton. 


An increase of 164,000 bales in this 
year’s prospective cotton crop as com- 
pared with a month ago ~as ~“own yes- 
terday in the Department of Agricul- 
ture’s report, placing production at 
12,842,000 equivalent 500-pound. bales. 
That is 5,135,000 bales smaller than last 
year’s record crop. 

Ginnings of this year’s crop prior to 
November 1 totaled 9,925,795 running 
bales, the Census Bureau announced 
That is 77.4 per cent of the indicated 
crop, as compared ‘vith 11,253,873 bales, 
or 69.5 per cent of the crop, ginned to 
November 1 last year. 

Cotton production abroad as reported 
to date was announced by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture as 1,403,000 bales, 
or 14.8 per cent, le: than for the same 
countries last year, while the planted 
area is 5.9 per cent less than for the 
same countries last season.

WARRINER PRESENTS 
SIDE OF THE OWNERS 


Asserts Anthracite Industry 
Faces Crisis in Severe 
Competition. 


Mount Carmel, Pa., Nov. 9 (A.P.).— 
The anthracite cooperative congress 
Was prevented from becoming 4 meet~ 
ing of the “love-feast” type tonight 
by John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America. 

The labor leader declared that the 
mine workers should disavow responsi- 
bility for all the industrial strife which 
heretofore has beset the industry. The 
so-called anthracite problem, he de- 
clared to be not one of price but of 
quality and service to the consumer. 
He warned those who may believe that 
the salvation of the industry is based 
on wage reductions and arbitration of 
the fundamentals of wage agreements, 
not to try to impose their opinions on 
the mine workers. 

President Lewis shered the spotlight 
of the evening program of the con- 
gress with Samuel D. Warriner, Phila- 
delphia, chairman of the anthracite 
operators’ conference and president of 
the Lehigh Coal & Navigation Co. 


Operators’ Side Stated. , 


Mr. Warriner said that engineers 
must keep abreast of the times not 
only with advanced and more efficient 
methods of mining and preparation, but 
also in the development of improved 
furnaces and appliances which will 
prove attractive to the consumer. Com- 
mercial departments, he said, must 
form closer contacts with consumers 
and, by advertising and service, culti- 
vate an attitude toward the industry of 
intimate knowledge with the uses of 
anthracite and of confidence in its 
quality, service and dependability. 
The knowledge that the industry is 
faced with severe competition, he said, 
should act as a challenge to these com- 
munities to meet this competition by 
stronger support, to labor to give a 
full day’s work for a full day’s pay, to 
transportation interests to do as well 
for anthracite as other railroads do 
for other fuels. 
Herbert Hoover, Secretary of Com- 
merce, urged consideration of the prob- 
lem of assuring the public a continuity 
of the anthracite supply and reduction 
in costs by improved scientific methods, 
new methods of cooperation by em- 
ployes and improved sales organizations. 
Another speaker was Senor Frederico 
Gacio, counsel of the Chilean Embassy 
who said that he came to the Congress 
to observe what was taking place as al- 
most identical problems in the coal in- 
dustry were confronting his nation. 


Lewis Charges “Treason.” 


Referring to the five-year contract 
signed after the last anthracite strike, 
President Lewis said that the blessings 
of this long peace should be an encour- 
agement and an incentive to all to be- 
lieve that the managers and leaders of 
industry will not again lightly take -up 
the instruments of industrial warfare 
and will exercise every honest and com- 
mendable effort to continue the era of 
peace throughout the period of the fives 
of those who now are employed in, or 
are served by the industry. 

“The mine workers have not and do 
not join that great chorus of voices 
whose public lament for years past was 
that the industry was decadent and was 
rapidly traveling to its goal of ultimate 
disentegration and dissolution,” he said. 
He declared that to term anthracite a 
“luxury fuel” as he, said had been done 
by managers and beneficiaries was 
“treason.” It would be just as fitting, 
he said, to term wheat bread a luxury 
when it is known that corn bread will 
sustain life. 

“The great strike of*1925 and 1926,” 
he said, “witnessed the tremendous 
concentrated influence of the anthra- 
cite operating interests carrying on a 
magnificent attempt to convert the 
anthracite cosuming territory to a bi- 
tuminous earning base. They were 
aided and abetted in the producing re- 
gion by groups of business men, banded 
together as chambers of commerce and 
so-called civic clubs, who were com- 
mitted to the fallacious economic theory 
that no cost was too great to be paid 
t crum"‘le the resistance of the mine 
worker’s organization.

GREETED BY RED FLAGS 


Bristol, England, Nov. 9 (A.P.).—A 
little army of 400 unemployed en route 


to London to storm the halls of parlia- 
ment with oratory arrived here late this 
afternoon and found tea awaiting them 
in true English fashion. 

The marchers were also greeted by 
pretty bob-haired Bristol girls who ex- 
pressed their readiness to dance with 
the youngsters of the expedition. 

Some of the older members, to whom 
the frip to London is a serious, even a 
tragic pilgrimage, were already weary 
and footsore from the first day’s hike 
of the 200-mile journey, which included 
a ten-minute train ride through the 
Severn tunnel to cut off a 60-mile walk 
around the Bristol Channel. 

As the marchers straggled into Bris- 
tol they were met by a local committee 
of welcome carrying red flags. The pro- 
cession passed through crowded streets 
to the labor party headquarters where 
they were to sleep tonight, expecting 
to continue toward London tomorrow.

Leslie told the police his employer 
had died of diabetes and produced a 
bank book to show he left only $5.95 
in cash. He said Mr. Owen gave him a 
check shortly before his death, for $500 
to pay burial expenses, and this was 
spent. He also had 2 watch, two rings 
and a bank book, which belonged to 
his employer, the police were told. 

Frank McMahon, a friend of Owen 
for many years, requested a police in- 
vestigation. He said Leslie had failed to 
notify Owen’s brother, Charles D. 
Owen, Middleport, N ‘ 

Dr. Henry H. Kleinpell told police he 
had signed a death certificate for the 
man ‘now known as Paul J. Owen, but 
who was known to him for five years 
as John Paul Leslie. The two men had 
always been known by him as father 
and son, he said. 

Owen was cremated under the name 
of John P. Leslie, the undertakers 
understanding that Owen was the son. 

The doctor said he thought Frank 
McMahon was mistaken when he told 
him the dead man was in reality John 
Paul Owen, for he had known the pair 
for five years as father and son.

U. S$. AUTO MAKERS 
MAY QUIT GERMANY 


Impending Tariff Legislation 
Threatens to Close 
Their Plants. 


Berlin, Nov. 9 (A.P.).—Impending 
tariff legislation threatens to force 
American automobile makers to close 
down their branches in Germany, it 


was said today in connection with a 
report that the German government is 
contemplating a heavy upward revision 

f import duties on automobile parts 
shipped here for assembling. 

Heretofore automobile parts have 
been subject to an average rate of 
from 2 to 20 marks (the mark is quoted 
at approximately 24 cents). It is now 
proposed to raise the rate to 150 marks. 

Representatives of American firms 
which maintain assembling plants here 
predict that this prospective rate would 
make further operations impossible and 
would result in driving them out of 
Germany. 

About five American automobile 
firms, employing 2,500 German work- 
men, will be affected if the new duty 
is put into effect. Their annual ex- 
penditures in Germany for advertising, 
rent, taxes, German materials and 
equipment amounts to about $12,- 
000,000. 

Two French and one British firms 
also would be affected, although the 
investment of the five American as- 
sembling plants is considerably larger. 


New Ford Is Delayed 
By Changes in Motor 


Detroit, Mich., Nov. 9.—Eleventh hour 
changes on the new Ford car have 
further delayed production. While 


the changes are of minor nature 
they have been of sufficient im- 
portance to prevent the final 
assembly line from getting under 
way as planned, and 200 motors which 
were to be used in the initial run were 
ordered back for changes. So far, no 
production models have been turned 
out. 

Efforts are being concentrated on the 
Tudor model, which is nearest final ap- 
proval. It is expected this body type 
will be the first to go into production, 
and first into dealers’ hands.

Construction of reservoirs at the 
headwaters of the Mississippi River 
tributaries as an important step in 
controlling floods was proposed yester- 
day to the House flood control com- 
mittee by three members of the Okla- 

& congressional delegation. 

After advantages of the reservoir 
. System had been outlined, Senator- 

elect Thomas (Democrat), of Oklahoma, 
. told the committee he planned to in- 
_ troduce at the next Congress a bill pro- 

‘posing creation of a Federal emergency 

fund for the relief of disaster sufferers. 
' The fund would carry a $10,000,000 
' gppropriation and provide relief for 

sufferers from earthquakes, flood and 
storms. 
While Thomas proposed that the cost 
' of the reservdirs be borne jointly by 
the National and State Governments, 
' two Oklahoma representatives, Howard 
and Swank, both Democrats, declared 
the Federal Government should bear 
the entire expense. 


Defense Cost Mentioned. 


. Both representatives voiced the view 
that if the Nation can spend $800,000,- 

' 000 for the Army and Navy, it can 
spend a similar amount for flood con- 
trol. 

Earlier in the. day the committee 
heard proposals on the use of spillways 
in the upper and lower regions of the 
Mississippi River. 

Representatives from Illinois River 
cities advocated the creation of diver- 
sion channels through the pld bed of 
the river in Missouri, together with the 

+ widening of the levees at “bottle neck” 
sections of the Mississippi. 

From the lower valley, Louisiana 
spokesmen stressed the need of using the 
Atchafalaya River as a spillway, while 
other proposals for flood control in that 
section included a reservoir site above 
the Old River and a diversion channel 
through the Vermillion Bayou. L. B. 
Keiffer, of New Orleans, said that along 
with diversion channels in the upper: 
valley, there should be adequate spill- 
ways to divert the flood waters from 
the lower valley States. 

While the work of the committee was 
being lauded by Mayor William Hale 
Thompson, of Chicago, as he prepared 
to depart for home, Maj. Gen. Jadwin, 
chief of Army Engineers, informed 
President Coolidge that he would have 
his report on the flood situation com- 
pleted by the time Congress meets. 


$10,000,000 Annual Loss, 


Thomas told the committee that 
Oklahoma suffers between $10,000,000 
and $25,000,000 annual damage from 
floods on the Arkansas and Red Rivers 
and as far as Oklahoma is concerned 
the national flood plan should not be 
confined alone to the Mississippi 

“Before this great flood menace is 
remedied, flood control must be estab- 
lished on the tributaries,” Representa- 
tive Howard said. 

“Take care ot the lower Mississippi 
as speedily as possible, then go to the 
tributaries and establish flood control 
there.” 

He described the Arkansas and Red 
Rivers as two of the greatest menaces 
in creating the Mississippi River flood. 

Representative Swank stressed the 
bearing of the entire flood expense by 
the Federal government. 

“I don’t believe in taxing the people 
to death to pay for levees,” he declared. 
“Of course, it will cost money, but the 
Army and Navy cost $800,000,000 a year. 
It is not a money question but an eco- 
nomic question.”

Presentations of differing views were 
interrupted frequently by tilts over 
charges that a lobby is maintained in 
Washington to obtain repeal of the 
tax. 

A number of committee members 
said they had been informed that the 
American Taxpayers League obtained 
much of its financial support from 
large corporations seeking elimination 
of the Federal levy for purely selfish 
motives. 

An effort was made, principally by 
Representatives Garner and Rainey, to 
connect the activities of the league 
with the National Council of States 
Legislatures. Representatives of the 
council, all advocating repeal of the 
tax, constitutes a majority of the wit- 
nesses heard during the two days’ dis- 
cussion of the estate levy. 

While the fight over the inheritance 
tax continued at the House committee 
hearing, a group of Western Republican 
Senators met to consider a program 
aimed to oppose the administration’s 
effort for its repeal. 

Characterizing the tax as “one of 
the most just levies, as well as one of 
those most easily collected,” Senator 
Borah, of Idaho, a member of the bloc, 
gave notice that its repeal would be 
fought to the last. 

While Representative Crowther (Re- 
publican), New York, at the House 
committee hearing, described the dis- 
cussion over lobbying as a “tempest in 
a teapot” and said that some witnesses 
of the legislative council had been 
questioned like they were “chicken 
thieves,” Garner argued otherwise. 


Garner Defends Stand. 


The Texan said he had proved that 
funds of the tax league had been used 
by Lee Satterwhite, former speaker of 
the Texas House of Representatives, at 
the time he organized the legislative 
council. Garner added that this must 
be considered in giving weight to test!- 
mony by representatives of the council 

After spokesmen of the council, 
headed by William H. Blodgett, tax 
commissioner for Connecticut, had con- 
cluded, W C. Roberts, a legislative rep- 
resentative of the American Federation 
of Labor, opened for those favoring re- 
tention of the levy. 

‘ Chester H. Gray, Washington repre- 
sentative of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, also argued that the in- 
heritance tax should be maintained as 
@ permanent part of the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s tax structure. 

Mr. Roberts told the committee that 
the American Federation of Labor in- 
sisted “that the welfare of our Gov- 
ernment demands that the estate tax 
be made a permanent feature of our 
taxation system.” 

“Organized labor has no quarrel with 
those who honestly accumulate great 
wealth,” he declared, “but it does in- 
sist that it is fair and right that a 
just portion of those fortunes go to 
the people who helped accumulate them 
and to the State to prevent them from 
growing larger and larger and becom- 
ing dangerous to the welfare of the re- 
public.” 

Mr. Gray said the American Farm 


‘Bureau favored retention of the levy 


because the tax was fair, could not be 
evaded, could not be passed to some one 
else and that its retention would pre- 
vent bidding between States for wéalthy 
persons. He added the tax was not 
an emergency levy and “must run 
through a generation to be really cumu- 
lative in effect.” 
Benjamin C Marsh, executive secre- 
tary of the People’s Reconstruction 
League, contended the “Government 
should increase the estate tax rates, en- 
force them, and retain all the proceeds 
to pay off the national debt.”

At the conclusion of 
the meeting it was understood that he 
had communicated with President 
Coolidge and the Red Cross, thanking 
both for the agencies which have been 

laced at the disposal of the State and 

declaring that Vermont's situation is 
so critical that all posible help is needed 
from both sources immediately. 

The Red Cross from now on will take 
complete charge of the relief program 
in. Vermont as a result of tonight’s 
conference, it was announced. 


Race Against Time. 


Boston, Nov. 9 (A.P.).—In the calming 
presence of outside help and communi- 
cation, New England flood relief pro- 
gram .stood forth tonight as a race 
against the white specter of winter 
Help had reached nearly all sections, 
wire communication was rapidly reach- 
ing every corner of the State, railroads 
and highways were opening up, but the 
relief at best was temporary, spurred by 
the knowledge that bitter winter 
weather will strangle makeshift com- 
munication lines and lock battered, 
wrecked communities in the grip of ice 
and frozen mud that will not be broken 
until the sprin;, thaws. 


Army, Red Cross and civil authorities 
have succeeded in getting food and 
clothing to every point where they 
were most needed, both in flooded Ver- 
mont and Western Massachusetts. 

Only a few miles of railroad are under 
operation in Vermont, however, and it 
will be weeks before service can be 
restored on many lines where bridges 
are out. Federal aid is needed in that 
State. 


15,000 Cows Lost. 


Thomas Bradlee, director of the Ex- 


tension Bureau of the Vermont Agri- 
cultural College, estimated today that 
the great Vermont dairy interests had 
lost 15,000 cows in the flood. The 
farmers whose acres were inundated, 
he said, “are just crushed under the 
burden and haven’t the strength to 
carry on.”

his evidence might tend to incriminate 
him, the Sinclair official was taken 
before United States Commissioner 
Turnage and a complaint charging him 
and Sinclair with conspiracy to in- 
fluence the verdict of the trial jury 
was sworn out. Day waived a prelimi- 
nary hearing and was released on $25,- 
000 bond to await the action of the 
grand jury. 

Day had as his attorney, Daniel Thew 
Wright, a former justice of the District 
Supreme Court. Morgan Beach, a for- 
mer District Attorney and clerk of the 
District Court, is counsel for Clark. 


Seven Burns Men Questioned. 


Turning from Clark’s case, the grand 
jury questioned seven of the Burns men 
at different times during the day and 
from their testimony began to piece 
out the complete picture of the trial 


jury surveillance. 

One interesting bit of information 
the prosecution obtained yesterday for 
the first time was a description of 4 
“pep” meeting held by the Burns men 
at the Mayflower Hotel, headquarters 
of Sinclair during the trial, after mid- 
night on Saturday, October 22. The 
trial had been in progress five days. 

Charles G, Ruddy, who was directing 
the private operatives, presided and 
made an address. It was stated of- 
ficially that the detectives received ad- 
ditional instructions as to their precise 
duties, these including the close shad- 
owing of relatives of two jurors, John 
P. Kern and Edward J. Kidwell, Jr. 
Affidavits charging Kidwell with ex- 
cessive talkativeness played a part in 
the declaration of a mistrial. 

More of the detectives will be ex- 
amined today in the effort to complete 
the story of their activities. William 
J. Burns, founder of the Burns agency, 
also is due to be here with additional 
books, papers and records which may 
bear on this case. 


Source of Funds Sought. 


Some of the questioning of the 
Burns men revolved around the source 
of the $1,800 which was brought here 
from the Burns agency in Baltimore. 


The money included three consign- 
ments of $500 each, on October 24, 25 
and 28, The jury shadowing began on 
October 19. 

District Attorney Gordon called at- 
tention to seize reports of the Burns 
men that Ruddy came here from Phila- 
delphia on Cctober 18, passing through 
Baltimore, and then returned to Bal- 
timore the sam night after conferring 
with persons Washington, From 
Baltimore, Ruddy called up the New 
York headquarters on the telephone. 

Ruddy was the last witness of the 
day before the grand jury and will be 
recalled today aswill some of the 
others who were questioned yesterday. 
All of the detectives probably will be 
lined up in a room for inspection by 
all of the trial jurors save Kidwell 
to determine whether any of the jurors 
can identify them as men they had 
noticed during the trial. 


Mystery Witness Appears. 


A mystery witness was furnished in 
the person of Charles E. Burr, a real 
estate salesme who was trailed for 
days by A. J. Sullivan, 8-70, who 
sought to make a direct contact with 
him through Gordon Simmons, once 
employed at the real estate firm where 
Burr now works, 

Burr stated before going into the 
grand jury roo... that he knew nothing 
about the oil case; was unaware that 
he was being shadowed and could not 
understand why the detectives wanted 
to get in toucrk with him... Sullivan 
spent a considerable amount of ex- 
pense money in the effort, part of it 
going for meals for Simmons. 

Charles, L. Vietsch, manager of the 
Burns Baltimore office, was questioned 
about the money taken from Baltimore 
to Washington, but what he said on 
that subject was not disclosed. 


Detectives Are Questioned. 


Thomas Brennan, B-4, New York, 
was questioned about his activities in 
shadowing Bradner W. Holmes, juror 
No. 6, a department store employe. An- 
other witness was Daniel Merritt, M-20 
author of the seized report which states 
that he was ordered to Washington by 
“Ww. J. B.,” taken by the District attor- 
ney to refer to William J. Burns. 

Besides the Burns men, Burkinshaw 
hopes to send before the grand jury 
today Harry Jeffreys, chief clerk of the 
Sinclair Consolidated Oil Co., of New 
York, for whom a subpena was issued 
Monday. He had been expected here 
yesterday, but did not report at the 
courthouse, and inquiry as to the serv- 
ice of the subpena was begun. 

Information in the possession of the 
District attorney is that Jeffreys is the 
man who actually employed the Burns 
Agency for the jury shadowing. He will 
be asked as to who gave him Iinstruc- 
tions to do so and also who paid the 
agency for its services.

Final Returns Give the Suc- 
cessful Candidate a 
165,925 Plurality. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 9 (A.P.).—The 
“attempted vindication” of Senator- 
elect William 8. Vare through the elec- 
tion of his campaign manager, Harry 
A, Mackey, as Mayor of Philadelphia 
cost approximately $1,000,000," the 
Citizens’ party council asserted in a 
statement tonight. Mackey defeated J. 


Hampton Moore, Citizens’ party candi- 
date, by nearly 166,000 plurality. 

“Altogether,” said the council’s state- 
ment, “it is an orgy of expenditure 
greater in proportion to the population 
of the city of Philadelphia alone than 
was the $3,000,000 spent in the Penn- 
sylvania campaign of 1926, which was 
the subject of a senatorial inquiry. 

“While the Citizens party was lim- 
ited in its expenditures to about $15,- 
000 for watchers,. the organization 
crashed the polis with as many as 10, 
15 and 20 watchers and workers, some 
of whom not only intimidated voters, 
but doled out copious allowances in 
$10 notes and dispensed liquid re- 
freshments lavishly. 


Grave Charges Made. 


“So numerous and grave are the 
charges coming into these headquar- 
ters that a meeting will be called Fri- 
day evening to consider a proper course 
of procedure.” 

The statement said that it had been 
decided to make the Citizens party a 
permanent organization, and that its 
first duty would be to comb the vari- 
ous wards for evidence on which to base 
demands for opening of ballot boxes 
in suspected divisions. 

Complete returns today from the 
election show that the triumph of the 
Republican organization was as sweep- 
ing as the early returns indicated. 
Nothing we~ left to the opposition ex- 
cept the few crumbs in the way of 
minority representation, under the law. 

Harry A. Mackey was swept into the 
mayor’s office by a plurality of 165,925 
over J. Hampton Moore, who ran in- 
dependent under the title of citizens’ 
party. Mr. Mackey garried with him by 
almost equally large pluralities all the 
county offices. He will take office in 
January.

“A mighty protest against gang rule,” 
was the way Mr. Moore described the 
vote cast for him yesterday.

Even if it was not as large 
as the citizens’ party had a right to 
expect, it constitutes a mighty protest 
against gang rule here in Philadelphia, 

“The organization spent money in 
this campaign as recklessly as it was 
spent in the senatorial campaign, and 
intimidation and illegal assistance were 
resorted to.” 

While unsuccessful for mayor or 
other county officers, the Citizens’ 
Party elected seven of its candidates 
for minority magistrates. 

Among them was Mrs. Violet Fahne- 
stock, twice appointed magistrate by 
Gov. Pinchot to fill vacancies. After 
the first appointment she was defeated 
for nomination by the Republicans, and 
was again named by Mr. Pinchot when 
another vacancy occurred.

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KENTUCKY AND OHIO 
HELD AIDING SMITH

did not think it fair, or who believed 
in the short ballot principle. 

Republicans here do not by any 
means concede that Gov. Smith as a 
presidential candidate could carry Ohio. 
They believe he would be snowed under 
in that State as a matter of fact. They 
point to the religious prejudice shown 
in Ohio in 1914, when an anti-Catholic 
wave defeated Hogan and started War- 
ren Harding on the road to the Presi- 
dency, after Senator Burton had be- 
lieved the chances of a Republican win- 
ning were so slim that he declined to 
make the fight. 


Smith Men Claim Ohio. 


But the fact remains that the Anti- 
saloon League was given a severe drub- 
bing in Ohio, and the further fact is 
obvious that the Ohio voters can not be 
relied on, as in the past, to vote for 
whatever is labeled the “dry” ticket. 


Smith followers here, of course, are 
claiming today that the election in 
Ohio proves Smith could sweep the 
State as a presidential candidate. 

Anti-Smith Democrats, dismayed by 
the results in Ohio and Kentucky, and 
surprised to discover that there has 
been no trace of a slip in the Smith 
power in New York, showed strongly 
yesterday the lack of any organization 
or leadership. They have lacked both 
since the announcement by William 
Gibbs McAdoo that he would not be a 
candidate. There is no outstanding dry 
candidate at the present moment 
against Smith for the Democratic noml- 
nation, and no organization inside the 
party working against Smith which is 
capable of bringing all the anti-Smith 
groups into a cohesive whole. 

The result in Kentucky is second in 
importance, so far as effect on Smith's 
chances for the nomination are con- 
cerned, only to Ohio, and is regarded 
here as far more effective than the 
governor’s new demonstration of his 
continued strength in the Empire State. 

Every calculation with electoral votes 
to demonstrate that Smith has or has 
not a chance to be elected has included 
much speculation about Kentucky. 
With Tennessee and Oklahoma it has 
been held up as the type of border 
State that is extremely dry and ex- 
tremely liberal. The election of Sena- 
tor Barkley over Senator Ernst in 1926 
was taken as a demonstration of this. 


Liberals Win in Kentucky. 


But former governor and former Sen- 
ator J. C. W. Beckham, running for 
governor on a ticket which opposed 
continuance of the pari-mutuel betting 
system at the race tracks, has been de- 
cisively beaten by Flem D. Sampson, 
running as a Republican on a “liberal” 
platform. ‘Sampson was nothing like 
as well known as Beckham, so much 
importance is attached here to the 
idea that Kentucky is not so “narrow” 
as has been assumed. 

It is rather a curious situation that 
Republicans here are a little disturbed 
over the results in Kentucky, as well 
as Ohio, despite the fact that the Blue 
Grass State has elected a Republican 
governor, which will give the party 
control of the election machinery next 
year. They do not like the inference 
that a wet Democrat running for. the 
Presidency might carry Ohio and 
Kentucky. 

So far as public sentiment translated 
into terms of electoral votes is con- 
cerned, yesterday’s elections proved the 
biggest upset for many years. 

Even the municipal election in De- 
troit, where the wet candidate for 
mayor was defeated by a close margin, 
was not of much comfort to the drys, 
for it has been realized here for some 
time that the wet candidate was carry- 
ing a considerable load in addition to 
his wetness, and would not poll any- 
thing like the full wet strength. 

The situation in Kentucky is par- 
ticularly pleasing to Smith leaders here 
because they think, with the reform 
movement beaten, it will give them a 
much better chance to win a Smith 
delegation. It was recalled today that 
there were Smith votes in the Ken- 
tucky delegation at Madison Square 
Garden, but, being in the minority, 
they were bound by the unit rule. 


Beckham as Hero Dethroned. 


There had been some suggestion, also, 
that if Beckham won he might become 
the hero of the anti-Smith drive at 
the Democratic convention. With 
Beckham knocked down, the anti- 
Smith men in Kentucky, it was said 
here yesterday, will get behind Senator 
Barkley, who is an extreme dry. Cer- 
tainly, however, the encouragement, to- 
day is with the Smith forces. 

The strengthening of the Smith 
movement as a result of the elections 
had a very obvious effect also on Re- 
publican conventio# politics. Talk was 
revived today of the necessity of nomi- 
nating some one who could ca New 
York against Smith, and Hughes was 
held up as the best available man for 
this purpose. 

Westerners became all the more vig- 
orous in their assertion that if the re- 
sult in New York proves anything it 
proves that New York might as well 
be conceded, and the real fight be 
made where victory would be much 
easier—in the West. The result in 
Ohio, however, proved quite a jar to 
this contention, for if by any possi- 
bility Smith should carry Ohio as well 
as New York and New Jersey, and 
should hold the solid South *with the 
border States, he would need very lit- 
tle more to win. 

Senator Borah, who has been so vig- 
orous in his insistence that the Repub- 
licans must have a strong dry enforce- 
ment plank in their platform, admitted 
yesterday without hesitation that the 
results of the elections added to the 
probability of Smith’s nomination by 
the Democrats. Other Republicans 
voiced the same idea. 

Asserting that Gov. Smith’s success 
in the referendum fight in the New 
York elections makes it impossible for 
any delegation to the next Democratic 
nomination to ignore him, Senators Ed- 
wards, of New Jersey, in comménting 
last night on the general results of 
Tuesday's balloting, said “hat they were 
a “healthy reaction to straight-jacket 
methods employed by intolerant cliques 
and cabals.” He pointed to the success 
of liberal ideas in Ohio and Kentucky 
as being particular indications that the

Philadelphia, Nov. 9 (A.P.).—The

Wilson, in contesting Vare’s right to the 
seat on allegations of fraud. 


County Refused Ballots. 


The Delaware County authorities re- 
fused to give up batllots in the county 
on the ground that the Reed commit- 
tee was largely nonexistent, and, there- 
fore, without authority. When the 
case was taken to the Federal District 
Court, Judge Thompson ruled the court 
had no jurisdiction in the matter.

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NEW MEXICO REJECTS 
OFFICE TENURE BILL 


Proposal. to Increase Terms 
From Two to Four Years —

Santa Fe, N. Mex., Nov. 9 (A.P.).—New 
Mexico voters apparently rejected a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment to in-

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GOV. SMITH’S GREAT TRIUMPH. 


Above all else the returns from the elections 
in New York State demonstrate that Gov. “Al” 
Smith is not only the leader of his party, but 
the leader of the State in the matter of legis- 
lative policies. 

Of the nine constitutional amendments that 


were submitted to the voters for indorsement 
or rejection, but one appears to have been re- 
jected. That one, known as amendment No. 6, 
which proposed that the term of the governor 
should be four years, and that the guberna- 
torial elections should be held in “presidential” 
years, would undoubtedly have received the 
support of the people of the State but for the 
vigorous opposition of Gov. Smith. He op- 
posed the change and stumped the State in 
opposition to.the Republican plan. That his 
victory in the defeat of the amendment demon- 
strates the personal popularity of the man is 
more clearly shown by the fact that throughout 
the State, and in Buffalo and 
Rochester, the 


especially 
Republican ticket was suc- 
cessful. 

The newly elected assembly will have a Re- 
publican majority of 28, which is 5 more than 
the party strength in the last assembly. The 
factional fight in Buffalo, which has kept the 
Democratic party widely split during the past 
year, was largely responsible for this gain. But 
while this factional controversy in the western 
end of the State grows more bitter each day, 
and while it threatens to result in the loss of 
the seat in Congress now occupied by a Demo- 
crat from Erie, the strength of Gov. Smith in 
that section shows no signs of waning. 

Gov. Smith will have a solid delegation from 
his own State in the next Democratic conven- 
tion, and his hold upon the~voters, as demon- 
strated by the manner in which the State has 
indorsed his attitude in the matter of the 
constitutional amendment, warrants the pre- 
diction that if he should be nominated for 
President the national battleground will be 
New York State. Gov. Smith is stronger than 
his party, and the Republicans of the United 
States are now wondering if he is not stronger 
than their party, too. 


THE REED COMMITTEE. 


The United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
has ruled that only the Senate may give life 
to any of its committees. he Reed ‘“‘slush” 
fund” committee, therefore, has died two 
deaths. It failed duritig the closing days of 
the last Congress to obtain the authority of 
the Senate to continue its intvestigations, and 
its appeal to the courts has been in vain. 

The “slush fund” committee has delayed any 
steps being taken looking to the settlement of 
the contest launched by William B. Wilson, de- 
feated Democratic candidate, against William 
S. Vare, who was elected senator from Penn- 
sylvania. It would have been possible at any 
time, in fact, the offer was made last winter, to 
turn the ballots over to the Senate committee 
on privileges and elections. If that had been 
done, the recount could have been held while 
Congress was in recess. By this time the 
merits of the contest eould have been estab- 
lished and a report made ready for the Senate. 

Instead, some of the baltots are in the pos- 
session of the Reed committee. The remainder 
are in the keeping of the court in Pennsylva- 
nia. Smaller counties in the State have been 
put to the expense of buying new election para- 
phernalia, for which the United States Gov- 
ernment will be asked eventually to pay. Many 
valuable months have been lost, and neither 
the aims of the Reed committee nor the wishes 
of the people of Pennsylvania have been ad- 
vanced one step. They elected somebody to 
the Senate, but have yet to be told whether 
they elected Vare or Wilson. 


OVERPRODUCTION OF OIL. 


There has been difference of opinion in the 
oil industry as to the wisdom of governmental 
action to control overproduction. 
large producers have hesitated to seek such 
aid. A decision, nevertheless, has been reached, 
looking to the formation of a committee com- 
posed of representatives of the Government, 
the public and the oil industry, to draft legis- 
lation designed to keep oil in the ground. If 
further evidence of the necessity of such action 

had been needed, the industry itself has now 
supplied it. ' 

Figures made public by the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey reveal ‘that there has 
been a tremendous financial loss during the 
_ period of overproduction. According to this 

-- authority, the loss each day during October 
ef this year was $2,105,409, as compared with 
prices received the year before. At this rate 
the difference in receipts over.a period of a 

year would be $768,000,000. Nor has this 
been the only point where a shrinkage in

decisive about the temper of the electorate in 
any one of the contests. The voters showed 
no compunction in crossing party lines or going 
against the established order of things in reg- 
istering their will. New York, which went Re- 
publican in the assembly, stood by Gov. Smith 
in his opposition to ‘one of nine constitutional 
‘amendments. 

Kentucky, which had been reclaimed for the 
Democrats last year by the victory of Senator 
Barkley, went back into the Republican column 
by electing Judge Flem D: Sampson governor 
on a platform supporting pari-mutuel betting. 

Ohio refused for once to hear the word of 
command issued by the Antisaloon League, and 
Detroit all but elected a mayor whose platform 
promised utter disregard of-the eighteenth 
amendment. Philadelphia alone remained in 
the path of regularity and rejected the inde- 


greater margin than when he was defeated in 
the -Republican primary. 

The common factor in the majority of these 
elections was an effort to impose upon the 
people legislation with which they were not in 
sympathy. The opponents of race-track betting 
in Kentucky were as much out of tune with 
actual sentiment as the dry leaders of Ohio, 
who had set out to circumvent the decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United States. Un- 
der such circumstances party lines meant noth- 
ing, and organization discipline less. The citi- 
zen still has in the ballot box, when he takes 
the trouble to exercise the right, means for 
righting wrongs and preventing the enactment 
of laws which he does not favor. 


DEMOCRATS AND THE TAX CUT. 


Representative Garner, minority leader of 
the ways and means committee, has outlined 
the program of tax reduction which he pro- 
poses shall be that of the minority in the 
House. Mr. Garner figures that there will be 
a surplus in revenues by the close of the pres- 
ent fiscal year sufficient to warrant the reduc- 
tion of income taxes to the extent of $315,- 
000,000. He would also cut off all taxes on 
automobiles, thereby adding $65,000,000 to 
the reduction account. These, with the repeal 
of admission taxes, estimated at $18,000,000, 
taxes on club dues $10,000,000 more, and 
stamp taxes with another $3,000,000, make 
a total of $411,000,000, which Mr. Garner 
thinks is just about the right amount to be 
restored to the pockets of the taxpayers. 

Secretary Mellon, who is supposed to know 
something of the fiscal affairs of the country, 
thinks that the point of safety will be over- 
shot if the total cut exceeds $225,000,000. 
There still might be some chance for the more 
generous proposal of Mr. Garner if he could 
line-up his fellow Democrats and secure from 
them an ironclad agreement to confine their 
demands upon.the Treasury within reasonable 
limits. But already it is evident that this is 
an impossibility. Theoretically the minority 
party desires to relieve the taxpayer from most 
of his burdens, but practically appropriations 
for home use are essential to political success. 
Therefore any attempt to secure an agreement 
to abstain from demanding money from the 
public funds for local improvements is de- 
feated in advance. eed 

Here, for instance, is Senator Hawes with a 
plan for governmental flood control, with in- 
cidental improvement of the navigation of the 
Mississippi and its tributaries. Senator Hawes’ 
program provides for the total expenditure of 
$1,000,000,000 in the next ten years in har- 
nessing the big river and its feeders. He would 
have $100,000,000 made available for the work 
in each year of the ten, and there is reason to 
believe that the Missouri senator will find suf- 
ficient support to put his plan over, provided, 
of course, that it does not conflict with the 
plans now being perfected by the Army en- 
gineers, 

That there will be very large appropriations 
for the work of controlling the Mississippi is 
not to be doubted. That such appropriations 
will reduce the surplus correspondingly is 
equally certain. If the full amount suggested 
by Senator Hawes is made available, Mr. Gar- 
ner’s comprehensive proposals must be cur- 
tailed. .Therefore, it would seem advisable 
for the minority leader to consult his party 
colleagues before sounding the tocsin in his 
war against the financial program of the 
majority. 


RED CROSS—IT ACTS FOR ALL. 


The annual appeal of the Red Cross to the 
Nation begins today. The deeds of the organ- 
ization speak louder than any words of the 
necessity and urgency of its work. Down 
through the Mississippi Valley, Red Cross 
workers are still on hand doing what they can 
to rehabilitate the stricken victims of last 
spring’s flood. Up in New England the Red 
Cross has just begun a task which will take 
months to complete. Sandwiched in between 
are hundreds of instances where the Red Cross 
took hold, saved life, and restored the confi- 
dence of men in the sympathy of their fellow 
creatures. , 

These are the spectacular features of Red 
Cross work. They are performed under the 
eyes of the Nation. ‘They form the popular 
conception of what the Red Cross is and does. 
There is, however, more to the Red Cross than 
this. The spreau of sanitation, hygiene and 
preventive medicine are still more far-reaching 
functions of the organization. The ministra- 
tion of creature comforts to members of the 
military establishment, both in health and sick- 
ness, engages the time of thousands of Red 
Cross women. These are the everyday tasks 
of the. Red Cross, which are pure drudgery, 
carried on faithfully throughout the year. 

The big demands upon the’ Red Cross this 
year have not been met entirely by public sub- 
scription. The financial burden is so heavy 
that the Red Cross has been forced to take 
money from its reserve.

Pope refers with scorn to the poet who ren- 
ders to his patron 

His quit rent ode, his peppercorn of praise, 
and many persons have been puzzled as to the 
meaning. A quit rent was a very tangible 
entity in ancient law. 
was satisfied by the handing over of a thing 
so trifling as a peppercorn. Often, however, 
something more valuable and practical was 
stipulated for. A recent ceremony—an annual 
one, by the way—at the London law courts 
illustrates not only the forms which quit rents 
sometimes assume but also the tenacity of cus- 
tom. . 

On the occasion alluded to, the official 
known as the King’s Remembrancer attended, 
in full bottomed wig and silk gown, to receive 
two quit rent services from the corporation of 
the City of London. One was rendered by the 
tenants and occupiers of a piece of waste land 
knowns as “the Moors,” in Shropshire, and the 
other by the tenants and occupiers of a tene- 
ment called “‘the Forge” in the parish of St. 
Clement Danes in London. The moor in ques- 
tion dates back as far as Domesday Book. The 
rent for it at one time was two knives, but 
about the period of Wat Tyler it fell into the 
possession of the London municipality, and a 
hatchet, a billbook and two faggots were sub- 
stituted for the knives. The original grant of 
the Forge was made in 1235 to a farrier, who 
attended to the horses employed in the ad- 
jacent tilting field of the Knights Templars. 
His quit rent was six horseshoes and 61 nails. 
The property also, with its obligation, subse- 
quently passed to the municipality. 

The hatchet, the billbook, the faggots, the 
horséshoes and the nails were all duly paid 
over the other day by a representative of the 
corporation of London to the representative of 
the king. What becomes of these articles, or 
to what use the king puts them, is not appar- 
ent. The function they fulfill in changing 
hands is to show and hold title, as they have 
done for more than 700 years, and that serv- 
ice they render just as effectually as coin of the 
realm and receipted bills. 


ANTHRACITE TRIES TO COME BACK. 


It is a far cry from the hard coal conference 
at Mount Carmel, Pa., before which Secretary 


Hoover spoke yesterday, to the time when 


virtually all the news that ever emanated from 
the hard coal region was of high prices and 
threatened strikes. Producers, miners and 
representatives of the public are meeting now 
in Pennsylvania to discuss permanent peace 
within the industry and methods of stimulat- 
ing the consumption of hard coal. The assem- 
bling of the divergent groups at the same time 
and with the samé goal is'in strange contrast 
to the situation that obtained a few years ago. 

The common interest that brings them to- 
gether is the situation resulting from_ de- 
pression in the hard coal industry. The fuel 
upon which a part of the Nation was once de- 
pendent now finds itself in a strictly com- 
petitive market. High prices, cessation of pro- 
duction and the development of other means 
ef heating have done what other agencies 
could not do. A public which suffered for 
long has learned to use and prefer the sub- 
stitutes. Anthracite is no longer a necessity. 

The conference, it is said, will avoid con- 
troversial topics in an effort.to arrive at an 
agreement. This means, presumably, that no 
effort will be made to suggest a change in the 
wage scale within the industry. The rate of 
pay is, nevertheless, fundamental to a restora- 
tion of the anthracite industry. The miners 
still insist upon retaining the advantages that 
came to them during the war years. Other 
industries have adjusted themselves to chang- 
ing conditions and entered the buyers’ market. 
The anthracite industry closed its eyes to the 
disappearance of the sellers’ market. It re- 
fused to meet competition. The period of

found to get theshard coal industry on its 
feet, “but its rivals have a long lead. 


MARCHING ON LONDON. 


The ‘‘Coxey’s army”? of unemployed Welsh 
miners that is on the march from Cardiff to 
London to present a ‘“‘petition in boots’’ for the 
purpose of calling attention to the deplorable 


condition of the men of the mining districts is~ 


said to have a decided Communistic aroma. 
But the originators of the movement have 
staged a show that will doubtless appeal to 
their fellow workers who have a knowledge of 
English history, even though the movement 
may be barren in legislative results. The line 
of march will bring the hosts across the 
Thames at the field of Runnymede, where the 
English barons in 1215 wrested the Magna 
Charta from King John. 

While the suspicion is widespread that the 
real object of the invasion of the Cambrians 
upon the British metropolis is the recruiting 
of the Communistic party, the miners will en- 
deavor to secure an interview with Prime Min- 
ister Baldwin, in an attempt through him to 
bring to the attention of Parliament “the 
chronic destitution” existing among the Welsh 
people. | 

When first the movement was proposed there 
was a disposition among trades unionists in 
London to welcome the marchers and to for- 
mally receive them. Now, however, the fear 
that the ulterior purpose is to advance the 
cause of the Communists has resulted in a 
decision to wait until the Miners Federation 
shall have inquired into the situation.

| How TO KEEP WELL | 


By DR, W. A. EVANS —/ 


PELLAGRA—WHAT IT IS; 
HOW TO CURE IT. 

‘\~ 7 ITHIN recent months we have 

V received a moderate number of 
letters asking what pellagra is 
and what the symptoms are. 

This disease first began to attract 
public notice in this country about 
twenty years ago. Within five years 
thereafter the people generally knew 
what it was, and were able to guess 
the meaning of its symptoms. Then 
ensued a »eriod of panic, during which, 
in certain areas, the people were hys- 
terically afraid, ar.’ the men who sold 
cures for pellagra made their killings. 
Then the disease began to decline, as 
it had previously done in Italy It 
came to be known that most people 
who had »ellagra got well whether 
they took a cure or not. Then came 
the period in which people forgot their 
fears and, incidentally, forgot the pre- 
cautions vecessary to prevent the 
disease. 

Dr. Goldberger tells us that the out- 
standing symptom of pellagra is sun- 
burn out of season and out of place. 
The apparent burn is apt to be bi- 
lateral. It appears on both sides at 
about the same time, at about the 
same place and in about the same 
spread. The areas most frequently 
showing the burn are the backs of the 
hands and forearm and the tops of 
the feet, the neck and the chest. In 
sunburn there is a history of exposure 
which any one recognizes. In pellagra 
there is no such history. It comes on 
parts of the body that have not been 
exposed. or in the wintertime when the 
sun does not burn, or in summer after 
the skin ‘as been pigmented so that 
the sup can not burn it. While the 
eruption looks more like sunburn than 
anything else at the beginning, it does 
not pass away in a week as sunburn 
does, and it presently “looks different” 
from sunbi n. Other symptoms are: 
Sore tongue, scalded feeling in: the 
mouth, lack of appetite, finicky appe- 
tite, loose bowels, and weakness. 
Mental disturbance is a later symptom 
» sometimes present. 

The outstanding method of prevent- 
ing pellagra is the habitual eating of 
plenty of proper foods. The only cure is 
the diet cure. Dr. Goldberger thinks 
pelle tra is a food deficiency disease like 
scurvy. rickets, beriberi and such, and 
that the element the deficiency of which 
causes it is a vitamin which he ‘calls 
P-P (pellagra preventive). Scientists 
have been slow about adding P-P to the 
list of vitamins, but all are agreed that 
proper food is both the preventive and 
the cure. 

Of the foods, dry pure yeast heads the 
list. A grown person should eat six tea- 
spoonfuls of it a day. It should be 
heated before being eaten. The yeast 
can be eaten in water, milk, soup, to-

MAKE-UP FOR TYPES. 


Y correspondents expect me to 
M give them in this column truly 

helpful answers to their ques- 
tions, but so often they forget that 1 
can’t give a good answer unless I get a 
good question. 

“I’m a blonde with gray eyes,” the 
letter states, “what make-up should 1 
use?” and leaves it there. What kind of 
blonde? A rosy blonde? A pale blonde? 
Or one of those in betweens who are so 
ready to lean away from the brunette 
range toward the blonde? How can I 
be helpful when 1 get no help? 
Anticipating questions. I'm going to 
give you a brief set of directions, neces- 
sarily a bit vague, because skin textures 
differ so, and one type grades into an- 
other by such imperceptible steps. But 
my readers can at least use what I say 
as & basis for experimentation. 

The rosy blonde with truly golden 
hair should use no rouge. Her powder 
should be naturelle or clair—never 
rachel, and never; never, white. She 
should choose a rosy lipstick. 

The pale blonde with ash-blonde hair 
should use no’ rouge if her pallor has a 
hint of poetry in it. If she looks tired or 
drawn, a light or coral rouge may serve 
to disguise the fact. She may use a true 
vivid red for her lips, and her powder 
should match her skin as closely as pos- 
sible. A light rachel may do this, or 
one of the palest pinks. White .s taboo. 

The average in-between type, with 
light brown hair and gray or brown 
eyes, is also advised against rouge un- 
less pallor compels it, for rouge is not 
at all so pepular as it used to be. If 
it is needed, she should choose a rasp- 
berry shade and a lipstick darker 
than that employed by the blonde. 
Powder, as a general rule, should be 
light or dark rachel, though some- 
times peach will be found flattering. 

True brunettes are divided into two 
utterly distinct types. The girl with 
white skin, black hair and blue eyes 
should keep the clear-cutness of her 
coloring unimpaired by never using 
rouge. A very vivid lipstick is all 
right for her and she is probably the 
only type who can ever use white 
powder. Even for her, a light rachel 
or @ cream is nearly always better. 
The so-called Spanish or gypsy bru- 
nette with very dark brown or black 
hair, brown eyes and olive skin may 
need a bit of rouge, otherwise she is 
apt to look sallow. The dark red 
lipstick is better for her than the bril- 
liant tones, and this she should match 
in her rouge if she uses it, avoiding, 
however, the faintest hint of purpie. 

Th's type makes more mistakes about 
its powder than any other. Even a 
dark rachel is often not dark enough, 
and the shades known variously as 
brune, mauresque and ochre are even 
better choices, especially after summer 
tan. The vogue for keeping this tan as 
long as possible has made it even more 
necessary for the clever brunette to 
choose a shade in powder darker than 
her skin, rather than a shade lighter, 
if an exact match is not to be had.

Pour 
into a buttered baking dish and bake 
slowly for 20 to 30 minutes and then 
chill. Serve with cream or pudding 
sauce.

Beat the yolks of the four eggs until 
thick and lemon colored and add three- 
fourths of a cupful of confectioners’ 
sugar, a pinch of salt and a third of a 
cupful of cream or top milk. Flavor 
with lemon or vanilla flavoring and 
chill. If deemed necessary, the sauce 
may be thinned to the desired consist- 
ency by adding either cream or milk.

Fast, Hard-Plunging 
Backs to Test Notre 
Dame Defense. 


Rockne Likely to Open 


Game With Famed 
“Shock Troops.” 


By WALTER ECKERSALL. 


HICAGO, Nov. 9.—The undefeated 
Notre Dame Football Team, which 
was held to a tie score by Min- 
nesota last Saturday, leaves tomorrow 
for the East, where it will engage the 
Army in one of the most interesting 
and colorful intersectional struggles of 
the year in the Yankee Stadium of 
New York City on Saturday afternoon. 

It will be the fourteenth meeting of 
these powerful elevens, and Notre Dame 
has a decided advantage in the matter 
of victories. The Western eleven has 
won nine games, the Army has been 
victorious in three, while the battle of 
1922 resulted in a scoreless tie. No 
Bame was played in 1918 because of the 
war. 

Saturday’s game is looked upon as 
one of the most important on the 
schedule of both elevens. Although 
Yale and Princeton will.clash at New

RINCETON, N. J., Nov. 9 (A.P.).— 

Suggesting that gn exception un- 

der the transfer rule be made in 
the case of Bruce Caldwell, Yale half 
back, just declared ineligible, the 
Princeton faculty committee on ath- 
letics today notified Yale athletic au- 
thorities it would receive “with great 
pleasure” any action which would per- 
mit the Eli star to play against Prince- 
ton in this Saturday’s game at New 
Haven. 

At the same time, President John 
Grier Hibben, of Princeton, wired 
James R. Angell, president of Yale, 
urging that Yale yield to the sugges- 
tion that Caldwell be permitted to play 
in the final game. 

Similar expression on behalf of 
Princeton’s undergraduate body was ex- 
pected later in the day after a special 
meeting of the student council. ° 


lh young Mr. Caldwell had played 
a star game throughout his fresh- 
man season at Brown and the un- 
fortunate Mr. Palm, of Michigan, 
had owned a few thousand cases 
of gin, the law might seem less 
trivial in either case. 


A football player who stars as a 
ueshman at one school and bobs up 
as a sophomore at another school, is 
likely to be taken for the true type of 
carpet-bagger or tramp athlete, and 
Yale entertained such a one only a 
few years ago whose nomadic ‘career 
probably received some consideration 
when, the presc transfer rule, now 
enforced so zealously against Caldwell, 
was being devised. 

But Mr. Palm’s flask appears to have 
been a private flask, implying no in- 
tent to corrode any interior but his own 
and Caldwell‘s football record at Brown, 
as exhumed from the files of the Provi- 
dence papers for the autumn of 1923 
shows that he played football so slightly 
and with such modest promise that no 
Yale alumnus, however, evil, would 
have offered him inducements to go to 
Yale for the purposes which the trans- 
fer rule was intended to thwart... He 
was just a freshman who didn’t exactly 
make the freshman team. 


The faculty committee on ath- 
letics took the position that while 
it regarded the transfer rule as 
sound, it also felt that Caldwell’s 
case was out of the ordinary and 
merited special consideration be- 
cause “of the late date at which 
the facts have come to light,” 
almost on the eve of the big game. 


The faculty committee’s statement 
follows: 

“The Princeton faculty committee 
on athletics recognizes that under 
Princeton’s agreement with Yale all 
decisions of the eligibility of Yale ath- 
letes properly rest with the Yale com- 


fidence in any decision which the Yale 
committee may make. We believe in the 
wisdom and effectiveness of the trans- 
fer rule. in its present form. 

“But we wish to express regret that 
Bruce Caldwell should be lost to the 
Yale Team almost upon the eve of 
the Princeton game. In view of the 
late date at which the facts have come 
to light, we wish to say that it it seems 
to the Yale committee in ahy way 
possible and proper to make an ex- 
ception of that game and permit him 
to play against Princeton, such action 
would be received with great pleasure 
at Princeton.” 

President Hibben wired President 
Angell oi Yale as follows: 

“I am distressed to learn of the sit- 
uation which has arisen concerning 
Bruce Caldwell. I hope that your ath- 
letic committee will yield to the sug- 
gestion of the Princeton faculty com- 
mittee to allow Bruce Caldwell to play 
in the game on Saturday. We will re- 
joice as much over such a decision as 
all of you at New Haven.”

WITHOUT OPPOSITION 


New Ruling Prohibits Erection 
or Alterations for Apart- 
ment Houses. 


_ Separate restritted residential areas 
for detached and semidetached houses 
were created by the zoning commission 
yesterday following efforts of more than 
a& year 


An amendment to the zoning regula- 
tions was adopted without opposition. 
The amendment was the third proposal 
by the commission to achieve the de- 
sired change. ‘The two preceding at- 
tempts were fought bitterly by citi- 
gens’ associations, but these bodies 
favored yesterday's measure. 

Under the new rule there is created a 
residential A semirestricted zone de- 
scribed officially as follows: 

“In the A semirestricted area the 
Minimum dimensions of yards and 
courts and the maximum percentage of 
lot occupancy shall be the same as for 
A area district, except that hereafter 
no building shall be erected or altered 
for use as an apartment house, flat, 
hotel or community house, nor shall 
any building or premise be used for 
these purposes.” 

- Former Attempts Explained. 


The residential A restricted area, for 
detached homes only, !s left undis- 
turbed. All property now zoned A re- 
atricted was left so zoned, the burden 
of having it changed to semirestricted 
being placed on owners who want to 
erect semidetached houses thereon. 

In former attempts to create the new 
Mone, the commission proposed to 
change the restricted zone to permit 
eemidetached houses and create a new 
AA restricted area for detached houses. 
Under that kind of amendment the 
Durden would have been on owners of 
detached houses to have their neigh- 
borhoods rezoned to keep semidetached 
houses out. That is why the former 
amendments were opposed by citizens 
and the new one, adopted yesterday. 
Was unopposed. 

At the next hearing, to be held De- 
cember 7 at 10 a. m., it is predicted 
that there will be a flood of applica- 
tions for changes from A restricted to 
A semirestricted. Large real estate and 
building concerns interested in semi- 
detached development are expected to 
present many petitions. The hearing 
may last more than one day. 


Connecticut Avenue Changes. 


The commission yesterday, following 
its public hearing, changed the rear 
of seven lots owned by Harry Wardman 
im Connecticut avenue south of L street 
northwest from 90-foot to 110-foot 
height restriction. It is commercial 
property. 

Erection of apartment houses here- 
after in Burleith was banned by the 
rezoning from B to B restricted all 
residential B area south of Calvert 
street and west of Wisconsin avenue 
northwest. 

The southeast corner of Second and 
T streets northeast was changed from 
residential B to residential C area. The 
same change was made at 701 Sixth 
street southwest. The rear of property 
at the northeast corner of Thirteenth 
street and Rhode Island avenue north- 
east was changed from residential A 
area restricted to 40-foot buildings, to 
residential B with 60-foot height 
limitation. 

A petition was received by the com- 
mission from Emergency Hospital ask- 
ing that the height limit be changed 
from 90 to 110 feet on a lot adjoining 
the hospital on the east, now occupied 
by the Cox Building. It is proposed 
to erect an addition to the hospital 
on that site. The commission set it for 
public hearing December 7.

EARLY BONUSES URGED 


Favoring a bill similar to the Baumes 
law in New York and other States, the 
board of governors of the Merchants 
and Manufacturers Association yester- 
day went on record for adoption of 


such a measure, in an effort to cut 
down the increasing robberies and fel- 
onies itn the District. 

Legislation to this effect was advo- 


‘cated several] weeks ago by the com- 


mittee on public order of the Board of 
Trade, but final action was deferred 
until after the convention of the 
crime commission, which closed last 
week. @ 

The board also went on record. urg- 
ing that local printers as far as possible 
be patronized. It was pointed out that 
the printing business is one of Wash- 
ington’s largest industries, employing 
more than 2,000 people with a pay roll 
of approximately $2,500,000, and much 
business given outside of Washington 
could be competently handled here, 
and add greatly to money in circula- 
tion. 

Final plans for giving wide circula- 
tion to the “mail early—shop early” 
campaign, which is to be started this 
year on the 20th of this month, were 
announced. These include attractive 
metal posters to be displayed on the 
fronts of street cars and appropriate 
posters to be placed in show windows 
and other prominent places. 

The association will advocate that 
employers who are accustomed to 
donating Christmas bonuses to em- 
ployes do so this year a week ahead of 
the usual] time.

IN-COMMISSION SESSION 


Business Men Declare Station 
Is Needed to Meet Local © 
Requirements. 


Development of station WMAL of 
Washington into one of the foremost 


promised yesterday by Martin A. Leese, 
president of the Washington Chamber 
of Commerce, and owner of WMAL, at 
& hearing before the Federal Radio 
Commission. He said the promise is 
contingent only upon the radio com- 


ficient power and suitable wavelength. 

Leese declared the new assignment 
of 1,240 kilocycles and 250 watts, ef- 
fective for station WMAL since No- 
vember 1, has brought forth many com- 
plaints in regard to the efficiency of 
that station’s service. If given encour- 
agement, however, by the commission 
to run and operate and assigned 500 
watts and a suitable wavelength, Mr. 
Leese said, he would erect in an ace 
ceptable locality a new plant for WMAL, 
The station is now able to give a serve 
ice comparable to the best in the coun- 
try, he said,.and if granted power it 
can atrange the very best hook-ups. 

Brig. Gen. Anton Stephan, command- 
er of the District of Columbia National 
Guard, and president of the Merchante 
and Manufacturers Association, told 
the commission that Washington needs 
another high-power station, as most of 
WRC’s programs feature out-of-town 
broadcasting to the exclusion of local 
interest features. WRC alone is not 
0094 to take care of the city’s need, he 
said. 


Local Interest Stressed. 


“WMAL is the only station in Wash- 
ington for broadcasting events of local 
interest,” Edward C. Graham. of the 
National Electrica] Supply Co., and pres- 
ident of the Washington Board of Trade, 
told the commision, in uring authority 
for the operation of WMAL on higher 
frequency and power. Graham said he 
has had personal experience in trying 
to obtain the use of station WRC for 
matters of local interest, b 
of out of town hook-ups, WRC had not 
been able to accommodate. He gave 
credit to WMAL for putting the City 
Club Forum “on the map.” 

WMAL is of the greatest help in 
building up the civic spirit of Washing- 
ton, Dorsey W. Hyde, jr., secretary of 
the Washington Chamber of Commerce, 
declared before the commission. He gave 
it as his opinion that the Washington 
Chamber of Commerce is solidly behind 
WMAL as an outlet for local broadeast- 
ing, and he believes it should be granted 
higher frequency. It was brought out 
that a low frequency station is not 


available to the majority of radio lis- 
teners, 


Station Wants Entire Time. 

The hearing before the Federal Radio 
Commission was héld as a result of the 
application of station WIBS, of Eliza- 
beth, N. J., for the assignment to it of 
the wave length of 1,470 kilocycles, now 
aSsigned to WNJ, of Newark, N. J. The M. 
A. Leese Co., operator of station WMAL 
subsequently filed application for the 
same assignment. 

Counsel for WIBS charged that sta- 
tion WNJ has not made the best use of 
the freefhency assigned to it and has 
not rendered public service to justify 
the assignment. 

Milton R. Baker, manager of station 
WMAL, told the commission that his 
station believed it should not be made 
to divide its time with any other sta- 
tion, and that it could not share a fre- 
quency assignment with either of the 
New Jersey stations without interference 
in reception. 

Concluding the hearings late last 
night, the commission anounced it 
would take the testimony under ad- 
visement and probably be prepared to 
announce a decision on the assignment 
in a month.
